back to work. He did not say Monday 
that he had changed his mind, but he 
said no one should expect him to do so 
overnight or to ignore the possibility 
of inflation.

Powell also served as 
Carter’s press secretary when he was 
governor of Georgia.

dominated the news conference, with 
Carter also saying he probably would 
not ask 
Federal 
Reserve Chairman 
Arthur Burns to resign, that he would 
not 
sacrifice 
new 
social 
programs 
even if the economy remained poor, 
and that he might cut foreign aid to 
Chile and other countries if they did 
not change their attitudes on human 
rights. 
Carter said he felt unemployment 
could be brought down to the 5.5 per 
cent 
level 
without 
releasing 
any 
inflationary pressures in the economy, 
but beyond that point there would be 
“trade-offs” 
between 
unemployment 
and inflation. 
Carter also said he will meet with 
Bums in Washington next week and 
would not rule out the possibility that 
he would ask Burns to resign although 
Burns’ term is not yet up "My first 
inclination of course, would be to work 
with him harmoniously and let him 
stay on as chairman,” Carter said.

••Remove not the ancient landm arks, which 
thy fathers have set." (Proverbs 22:28) 
Every m an in Israel was a landow ner and it 
was custom ary to m ark the boundaries of 
estates by corner-stones. While it was easy 
for an envious neighbor to remove these 
stones, it was also punishable with a severe 
penalty. 
The spiritual estates handed down 
to 
succeeding generations have been of suprem e 
value. They have held in the changing 
civilizations and progressions of the human 
race. But it is doubtful that any century has 
experienced such bold and desecrating a t­ 
tem pts at moving the corner-stones of the 
spiritual estates as has been witnessed in our 
times. We mention three landm arks that have 
suffered severe attacks: 
(I) The Authority of the Scriptures I have 


never lost any sleep over any possibility of 
any daring efforts of men to destroy the Word 
of God. I know that they cannot. But it is a 
great concern that in their swinging blows 
they might bruise the faith of younger souls. 
Any religion or philosophy that rests on any 
other foundation, other than the holy scrip­ 
tures. has not satisfied the need of the human 
heart. 


(2) The Diety of Jesus Christ. One of the 
fo rem o st church le a d ers of A m erican 
Protestantism said a few years ago of the 
Virgin B irth: “ I am inclined to believe it is a 
m yth.” This doesn’t m ake the doctrine false, 
but for m any it will m ake it a vague issue. 


(3) Laxity in Church Doctrines. Too m any 
denominations have been striking truths that 
were once observed as precious landm arks.

States in the G reat I^k es region now have 
banded together in an effort to seek fun­ 
dam ental reform s of Congressional form ulas 
used to calculate aid to the states and are 
developing specific program s designed to 
increase the flow of federal dollars to the 
area, which now contributes much more in 
taxes that it receives in federal government 
services 


A series of productive sesssions involving 
governors’ staff m em bers and Washington 
of u e representatives already has produced 
selected conclusions and has identified key 
areas in which the states can work together to 
O n The Farm Front 


improve our situation Several energy-related 
items rank high on the list for the simple 
reason that much attention has been given to 
energy issues by Midwestern states in recent 
years Their recom mendations tend to sup 
port specific program s that will prom ote the 
use of M idwestern coal, expand the supply of 
natural gas, promote the use of solar energy 
and secure additional federal support for 
co n serv a tio n and hom e w eath erizatio n 
projects. 
The states also will seek to get regional and 
state cost of living differentials counted as 
part of various federal grant form ulas. Study 
now is under way with regard to alterations of 
federal spending policies for transportation, 
including m ore reasonable interest rates for 
rail rehabilitation loans and new highway 
trust fund form ulas which would account for

The General Accounting Office, which acts 
as a watchdog for Congress in reviewing 
operations of federal agencies, said in the 
report that a m assive cam paign against 
postharvest 
food 
losses 
could 
he 
an 
important factor in reducing hunger threats 
in future years 
At the moment, public concern about 
world hunger has been at least tem porarily 
reduced because global grain production is 
setting new records this year and world 
grain stocks are expected to increase during 
the coming year 
The GAO report rioted, however, that even 
in a period when average global food supply 
statistics 
are 
not 
alarm ing, 
there 
are 
millions of undernourished people in poor 
areas of developing nations 
A White House report released last May, 
the GAO pointed out, warned that “ between 
WNI 
million 
and 
500 
million 
people 
in 
developing countries do riot get enough to 
eat now, and there may he as many as a 
billion m alnourished people in the world by 
the year 2,000 ” 
In the past, the GAO said, international 
efforts to head off a future food supply crisis 
have 
concentrated 
largely 
on 
slowing 
population 
growth 
and 
increasing 
food 
production 
"However, a third vital area — increasing 
food availability by effective m easures to 
reduce the loss of food after harvest — has 
not been adequately em phasized,” the GAO 
contended 


The report conceded that some American 
and international agencies have worked on 
the problem The U N hood and Agriculture 
Organization, for exam ple, has adopted as a 
goal a suggestion by Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger that planners seek — by 
investm ents in better storage facilities and 
protective pesticides — to cut post-harvest 
food losses in half by 1985 
“The Food and Agriculture Organization, 
however, did not allocate additional funds 
for 
th is 
p u rp o se ," 
the 
re p o rt 
noted. 


GAO officials conceded that estim ates on 
the amount of food lost after production are 
hazy. But some authorities think that as 
much as IO per cent of the food raised in 
developing nations may be lost through 
spoilage and other mishandling before it can 


I k * used by hungry people, officials said. 


In one decade-old report, experts added, a 
White House com m ittee estim ated that if
